Mason county in years and involvea a 

very larne estate eatimalcd to be 
worth fully Jl.W.OOO composed of two 
very valuable Mason county farms, 
one of 335 acres In the Uermautown 
neighborhood and another of 201 acres 
in the Fern Leaf nelgbborliood aa well 
as quite a bit of paraoaalty of con- 
sidarahle value. 

Mrs. Bmma Stewart died leaving a 
will in whidi she left her twn farms 
and all of her personalty to her hus- 
band, Garrett Stewart, rturlnt; his life 
time, providing that at his death one 
of the farms was to go to her sister, 
Mrs. Mary L. Rubenaoker and the 
other to her atoter, Mrs. ntaabeth 
Stewart. To her mother she willed 
the sum of 1500 and to her three 
brothers and another sister she left' 
nothing. Suit wa.s liroiiKht In the 
name of the mother. Mrs. Kllzalieth 
Haugbaboo. in an attempt to break 
the will. The Hougbaboo side was rep- 
resented by Siattery ft Rees while 
Worthington, Cochran, Browning ft 
Reed and Amaa M. Colllaa w p i easat- 
ed the wfll. 

The Jury was given the case late

— CalU for the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan to curtail naval expenditures 
hy mutual agreement were featured 
by a aaaihar of leading aewqapera 
TnaoiBgr. 

In tsOowlat thto eoona tha Joonato 
glva axpraaatoe to aaxialy wUeh haa 
prevailed hare afaioa the receipt ot re- 
ports of the new American naval pro- 
gram, an anxiety which may be traced 
to the assumption that if the Uaitad 
States builds a fine aavy Ovsat Brllaia 
must do likewise. 

Hw moratag "Poet tameato that 
Amartoaa politWaws hava ehoasa 
moment whaa the woctta 
of the American aad BrltUh 
and tbe chivalrous courtesy of Ameri- 
can seamen" have united the naval 
services of the two nations, "to de- 
clare, in effect, that the British navy 
ia a potential menace to America."

For in major measure it 
is 1 mixed lot of remnants from many international bargain connter 
offerings in humanity. The present program is for a year's shut-out 
at all ports of entry. This may not meet the approval of the Senate, 
and, if it does, may not prove effective, as the slindng^in process 
through Canada and Mexico has to be discounted. 

At best that is only a temporary expedient. What we need is a 
permanent policy, intelligentJy adopted and efficiently executed. It 
is in ci Jcr. therefcre, that any suggestion of promise be given re- 
spectful consideration. There must certainly be a system of selectlor 
as far as practical. Inspection at the other end of the ocean trip, witl< 
discriminating exclusion, eliminating undesirables before embarka 
tion rather than before debarkation, is desirable. Then, having by 
proper proccjps limited the flood, the plan of distributing it by wisely 
applied methods at the porta of entry is a suggestion having merit. 
CSuurles L. Bemheimer, for years Chairman of the Arbitration Com- 
i^tte of fhe New Totk Camnber of Omamw, ia advocate of the 
plan- 

The idea is that agents of the OoTemment, selected for their fit- 
ness, be stationed at the ports of entry who will deflect the branche.'^ 
of the incoming tide here and there throughout the country. Thir 
will be done with a definite regard for the suitability of the climatr 
and occupational opportunities of the location to the immigrant and 
the suitability of the immigrant to the location and its needs. Thu!" 
would these newcomers be scattered about in such proportion as to 
make them m^re easily assimilated into the population. The herding 
in racial i election would be avoided, and the work of Amerieanica- 
tion more quickly and thoroughly accomplished. 

To cover the expense and the better secure the quality of thr 
immigration, he would have graded head tax, demanding, say, $100 
from each immigrant who settles in a city with over a million in- 
habitants, and decreasing it in proportion to the decrease in popu 
lation, in the place of settlement, until merely a nominal sum, or 
nothing at all, is demanded as head tax from those that take up dis 
tinefly agrienltaral labor.

It is only when he produces to the best of his ability — for 
barteriag purposes — that he begins to get comfortably well off in 
tifis woild. '^•> hen he falls off, the goods he has bained in barter— 
i^Oy, p . ij, food, clothing and what-not, begin to decrease; he 
i| less well off. Th fact that there are exeeptions— the two or three 
Tgte eent of idle rich— proves the rule. 

This economic law is as fixed as daylight and darkness. The 
world can no more escape it than it can escape birth and death. 
Whether our politcal and social systems are Bolshevist, democratic 
Of autocratic, that law still rules. The Bolsheviki thought thi-y 
could overturn it. Now they are driving workers to the mill at the 
point of the bayonet and begging the whole capitalistic world to 
trade with them. Meanwhile all Russians are hungry and cold.

"I am gUA you have spoken of 
the World Club, because the first 
meellni has juit come to an end at 
Gewva, SwttNrlaa4. The members 
i^et on Narember ttth and eleeted one 
of the Belgian delegates as presiding 
officer. Then the discussions began, 
and such a time as they have had of 
it! Almost everyone who spoke found 
some fault with the covenant, which 
they wera all sworn to obey, and 
oitttar urged some change in It to rait 
th* ipeeial interest of his ooontry or 
els* refused to be longer bound by its 
terms. I am just going to review brief- 
ly what happened at the meeting, as 
It proves the wisdom of our own He- 
publlcan Senators who naici tliut the

terett * 

"Tlia meeting had been in seesion 
only three days when It waa voted to 
organise a World Club Army, com- 
posed of soldiers from England. 
France, Belgium, and Spain, and send 
it to a place called Vllna In the midst 
o ttha bloody uprisings In Russia to 
kav order while the people of the city 
Totad aa to whethar th«y dionld be- 
oomo oIMmw of UOHUuUa or of 
PoHmd. How wbuM we like to have 
our soldier boys sent on such an er- 
rand, and yet that Is the very first 
thing they would have been ordered 
to do had.the United States joined the 
WstUeiab. 

° "ThB next day/' November 19th, 
Oiire waa more trouble. A long note 
was received from Oemiany proteatr 

ing against the way the more power- 
ful members of the clul). liko RnRland 
and FYance, hare been usiUK the for- 
mer German colonies for their own 
benefit Under the World Club plan 
thoae colonies were to be protected by 
the oountrlea given charge of them, 
.and the natlvea tantfit to use and en- 
joy what they produced, the way peo- 
ple do In cMlhed nations. But Great 
Britain, In particular, has sought to 
malce herself rich at the expense of 
those new territories. The other mcm- 
'bera of the World Club saw the Jus- 
tlei ot the German complaint, and 
tried to review the action by whkh 
moat of the ookmlM had been given 
to ■Bfltad, .n«fiea and Japan. But 
thOM time oontrlai reffuMd to per- 
ifdt tfw forty or more other jnembers 
to have anything to say about it, and 



almost tha laat things that wero said 
were MOM hot worda pasaed between 
tha WagUA dalagau and the repre- 
lentMMM fh>in some o fthe smaller 

nations. 

"Cone of the features of the World 
Club plan called upon all members to 
stop ralalng armies and building bat- 
tleahlpa, yet one ot the Belgian delee- 
gates, who,ls a paroltlat, said that he 
did not believe In such a policy, and 
urged that the World Club appoint a 
general staq of military men to study 
the best ways to wage war. He said 
he was convinced the World Club 
would have to compel obedience to 
its commands by force of arms. 
Whtdi, of oourse, la exactly what Re- 
publioaa Sanatora predicted 'would be 
the case. 

"Some of the members of the World 
Club did not take part In the Great 
War, bu they did sign the club plan 
which, in effect, provides that all 
membera shall assist in enforcing the 
treaty by which the war was ended. 
Those neutral members protest 
against taking part in that enforce- 
ment, but of course they have sipiod 
the plan and tholr complaints are too 
late. All they can do now is to grum- 
ble and obey the orders ot the other 
membera." 

"Oidnt the meeting do anything at 
all exoapt quarred," anxiously Inquir- 
ed Ruth. "I should think that at least 
one man In a peace meeting of that 
kind would have tried to sniilo and 
make people feel happy."
